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Sues to Halt 
Union P Pickets 


Fifty families living in the new 
Hipgman avenue, Evanston, are being 
deprived of the delivery of their milk, 
groceries, and other necessities by 
pickets of the Flat Jagitors’ union, ac- 
cording to a petition for an injunc- 
tion filed yesterday in the Superior 
court. The pickets claim the hotel is 
unfair to unionism. 

The petition seeks to have the 
courts restrain the janitors from pick- 
eting. It alleges that all the hotel 
employés are union and that the jani- 
tors’ organization is attempting to 
force the hotel to employ a janitor, 
although there is no need for a janitor 
in the institution. 


No Need for Janitor. 


“The hotel is heated with oil,” Miss 
Izeta Anderson, the manager, said. 
“We don’t need a janitor, but a highly 
trained engineer to run our estab- 
lishment. We have such a man, and 
he is a union man. Still the janitors’ 
union won't let us alone. They have 
been us and our guests ever 
since the hotel was opened recently. 

“They started in January when the 
hotel was still under construction. 
They tried to call all the union men 
of the building trades out on strike. 
The carpe and the painters did 
go on strike and remained out about 


three weeks. The plumbers and steam- 
| fitters refused to strike. 


“ We have had to go out after every- 
thing that comes into the hotel—milk, 
groceries, even the oil for the heating 
plant; and we have brought most of 
it in the front door. The pickets 
have warned away all drivers attempt- 
ing deliveries.

March 13.—(4)—Fears 
were felt here today for the lives of 75 
men occupying a camp of the southern 
California Edison company immediately 
under the St. Francis dam, which went 
out shortly after midnight: One family 
of six was reported to have perished. 


Los Angeles, March 13.—(/)—An 
earthquake shook down the St. Fran- 
cis reservoir dam in the San Francis- 
quito canyon, 45 miles north of here, 
shortly before 1 a. m. today and sent 
a wall of water down the valley, ac- 
cording to telephone advices here. 
The dam is a large structure approxi- 
| mately 100 feet high. The advices did 
not indicate the size of the break, but 
one message said a 10 foot wall of 
water was sweeping down toward 
Newhall, Saugus and El! Reo. 

Reports reaching here indicated that 
there was a possibility of loss of life 
among the ranches in the valley. 
Between 100 and 200 persons were be- 
lieved to be in the path of the water. 

Descriptions of the quake were 
vague. It was not felt at Newhall, 
about 20 miles south of the dam, nor 
at Los Aangeles,

THE CONSCRIPT DOLLAR. 
© American Legion conscription bill is pro 


moted in congress this session with the idea of 
gaining ground for the future rather than with 


the expectation that it can be passed at the pres- 


ent time. It also is being smoothed and modified 
to compromise, at least in words, with objections. 
The promoters are committed to a thoroughly un- 
sound idea which appeals to their sense of equity 
and justice. Their intent toward the country is 
_gpod. Their bill is bad. 

They object to a system which conscripts men 
and permits wealth the freedom of new oppor 
tunities crgated by the very conscription of the 
men by their needs in the hazards of war. They 
conceive of war as presenting two vastly different 
aspects, one threatening the lives, the fortunes, 
and the future of the men in uniform, the other 
giving new openings for gain to be enjoyed by 
men who avoid or escape the dangerous service 
of their country. They would make war if not a 
disagreeable at least an umprofitable occasion for 
the second class. They would keep it from basing 
new fortunes on national emergencies. They think 
this would throw the weight of wealth against war 
to begin. with and make it an instrument of peace. 

It requires government control of industry and 
property. The nation does not believe that govern- 
ment control works in peace. It is asked to believe 
that it’ would work in war. It does not believe 
that military bureaus in Washington could take 
ever control of the production of steel, food, cloth- 
ing, building, etc., tomorrow without ruining the 
country in a week. An army in the field might be 
equa] to meeting the operations of the enemy. 
Could it survive the government control of in- 
dustry behind it? 

The tendency of government is to expand. Un- 
less thoughtful authorities check their own in- 
stincts and unless the people are careful what ex- 
tensions of authority they permit, bureaucracy 
extends its supervision and,expands its interfer- 
ence with individual affairs. The American peo- 
ple do not believe that this works. Their society 
ig based on the initiative and freedom of the in- 
dividyal and not on the control of industry and 
commerce, of production and distribution, by the 


‘gtate. They can hardly be expected to believe that 


war would reverse all the facts and justify opposite 
conclusions. 

The high military command might ‘not object 
tp such a conscription. It would so extend staff 
duty and authority that the generals would be 
running the railroads, the packing, clothing, steel, 
and other industries, and the civilians would be 
running the force in the field, both in occupations 
of which they knew nothing. It would be a good 
way to take a licking quickly and then the other 
fellow’s staff officers would be running the tn- 
Gustries. And a quick way to get an American 
dictatorship would be to have a hard boiled Presi- 
dent pick a war with Mexico on some occasion 
of popular emotion and then take over coptrol

The diary of the late Field! Marshal Earl Haig, 
says a London dispatch, is to be published at the 
discretion of the trustees of his estate. Formerly 
it was understood that the diary, copies of which 
are on deposit with the British museum, was not 
to be made public until 1940. War historians will 
anxiously await the decision of the trustees. 
For, hidden in the 72 pages of the journal kept 


| by the British commander in chief, there must be 


hitherto secret information which will support 


_ | or disprove many of the disputed facts about the 


war. No information will be more welcomed than 
any the diary may contain concerning the contro- 
versy involving Marshal Haig himself and his part 
in defeating the plan for an allied general reserve 
in the spring of 1918. 

Haig and Petain defied the orders of the supreme 
war council, the commands of Foch 


as head of the executive war board, and conspired 


together, causing the failure of the program for a 
general reserve and working for disunion against 
the efforts of their governments for a unified com- 
mand. Their conspiracy was directly responsible 
for the success of the German drive in March, 
1918. 

This is the story as it is told now, and the evi- 
dence supporting it is strong and has never been 
convincingly contradicted. Marshal Haig was 
silent during his lifetime.

CANADA—PARADOX. 
The present Canadian government, which is

It is 
being claimed that Canada has lost in the last five 
years 122,000 British and Canadians and has beed

entitled to recover any present vajue. If, 


the agreement looked to the building up of 
a@ reserve then that reserve which is ordi- 
narily substantially the same as the loan 
value of the policy, would be the basis of a 
claim in the receivership, upon which claim 
you should receive the same percentage as 
other creditors. If you get nothing, it 
would not accurate to thad you are

yesterday by Dr. Benjamin Goldberg, 
director of the Municipal Tuberculosis 
eanitarium. The disease—tuberculosi: 
of the brain—claimed 96 victims in 
this age group last year. 

These figures disclose the need for 
& strenuous search to discover the 
reason of the increase, Dr. Goldberg 
stated, not only because they mark 
the highest total since the year 1921 
in this age group, but because the sta- 
tistics tell a story of present and fu- 
ture danger to many Chicago children. 
Dr. Goldberg said the cause probably 
would be found in the ‘exposure of 
children to unreported cases of the dis- 
ease, and he concluded: 
“There is only one remedy. The 
law requires that known cases of’ tu- 
berculosis be reported, and hat se- 
gregation be made of any children 
who may be living in the same home.

Members of the Wild Flower Pres- 
ervation Society of Illinois, who are 
familiar with the wild plants in this 
locality, say this lily white spring 
flower is called Bloodroot because its 
thick underground stem (which looks 
like a root) secrets a crimson juice 
highly prized by the Indians for deco- 
rating their faces and tomahawks. 

Bloodroot ranks at the top of the list 
of the six wild flowers protected by 
law in this state. Authorities have 
found that it is among the earliest of 
the spring flowers to poke up its head 
through the carpet of brown leaves in 
the woods, usually in early April. . 
is a fragile flower and is becoming) 
searce. These two reasons were per- 
haps the chief factors that caused 
flower lovers to put Bioodrooot at the 
top of the six protected flowers. 

Picking Bloodroot flowers not only 
destroys them but taking the blossom 
means destruction of the seeds. Pluck- 
ing the flowers is always a disappoint- 
ment because the snow white petals 
soon fall from the golden centers.
